Columbus, O-, Dec. 5.—"Guilty as 


charged," said a jury last evening, 
after only one hour and ten minutes 
of deliberation in the trial of Sen- 
ator George K. Cetone of Montgom- 
ery county, accused of taking a bribe 
of $200 on April 27. 1911, from a 
man whom- Cetone is said to have 
described to his colleagues 
as 
"a 
nice, smart business man."' but who 
proved to be Detective Frank 
H. 
Smiley. 


The verdict makes the "senator lia- 
ble to a. penitentiary sentence of 5 
years and a fine of §500. 


By the finding Cetone is guilty of 
taking the bribe-on the Cetone in- 
surance bill, No. 256, which he 
himself introduced and 
which the 
senator's associates said that he per- 
sonally favored. 


When the verdict came in. the 
trials on all 
of the 
indictments 


brought about by the little telepho- 
nic" device which has been the ter- 
ror of alleged evil-doing legislators 
had been finished, and the toll of 
the instrument became • three sena- 
tors and one officer.

Calmly he heard the doom of his 
frien'd pronounced.

Evans 


-was consulting with attorneys about 
the day for arguing a motion for a 
new trial, which, it was announced, 
would be at once, and arranging 
bond for Cetone in the meantime, 
Senator Huffman arose and said to 
the court: 


"His present bond is all right. It 
stood in my case." 


The judge smiled and a titter 
went through the court rooin. 


Although no statement was made 
the indications were that the jurr 
was unanimous from the start. 
Attorney General Hogan and Pros- 


ecuting Attorney Turner felt all the 
more gratified because the 
present 
jury is the only one which has -not 
been segregated. It is due the de- 
fense to say that not a single report 
of any attempt to talk with jurors 
was reported. All other juries had 
been closely watched. 


The trial probably will 
be 
the 
last legislative graft case of the 
year. If any one else is tried it will 
be former Mayor Charles Anson 
Bond, who is alleged rb have offer- 
ed a bribe to former Senator Drake 
on the county option bill four years 
ago. The trial probably will not be 
held until January. 


Prosecutor Turner said last night 
that members of the legislature not 
heretofore mentioned and lobbyists 
will be cang-nt when the investiga- 
tion is continued. A few corrobor- 
ating links yet remain to be 
con- 
nected. 


"Will Cetone win any considera- 


tion if he now offers to tell all he 
knows?" Turner was asked. He de- 
clined to discHss the possibility of a 
clean breast from the convicted sen- 
ator, Hogan 
ad^ed that Cetone 


might have been in better shape had 
he consented to accept the state's 
suggestion and had entered a plea 
of guilty. The state, it was said, 
would have been satisfied with 
a 
year's imprisonment on a plea of 
guilty.

"The state never wants to convict 


an innocent man, and the 
results 


in each case are all the more satis- 
factory, because they are in har- 
mony with each other.

•Kras born in Xew York 35 years ago 
today, became a homeless waif in 
the old Fne Points Mission in that 
city, and who last spring was elect- 
ed mayor of Kansas City. 


It was in the autumn of 
1S73 


that an 
unkempt, 
iiaggard-looking 


man called at the Five Points House 
of Industry, and explained that 
he 


was Sfmeon Jost- and that the frail 
and dirty youngster that he carried 
in his arms was his son, Henry Lee 
-Tost. 
The man dec-ared 
that he 


was do'tvn and out and no longer 
ai»le to take care of the boy. 
After 


telling- his childs' name and saying 
he was born Dee. 6. 1877, the unfor- 
runate man refused other informa- 
tion. He was assured that the lad. 
then less that two year- old, would 
be properly taken care of. Ininlant- 
ing a farewell kiss or. the lips of 
his son. the man left and was never 
heard of again. 


Henry Lee .Tost remained at 
the 


mission until nearly four 
years of 


ase. 
Then the Childrens" Aid So- 


ciety was asked to find a home for 
h'm. In August of -"81 a train load 
of orphans was sent west and amonsr 
them yo'ing .Tost. He found a home 
with Philip Dale, a farmer residing 
noar Hopkins, Mo. 
There he spent 


hi? youth .attending a country school 
and doing such work as faTIs to the 
lot of the average rural youth. Xew 
York was a vague memory, and Har- 
ry Dale, as the neighbors called him 
was as bucolic as if he had never 
heard of the great city. 


The agents of the Children's Aid 


Society kept an eye on .Tost- as 
it 


does on nil children committed to its 
care, and in ISflS it was reported 


that the Missouri farmer lad was 
studying law, had become a justice 
of the peace and would soon he ad- 
mitted to the bar. 
The latter pre- 


diction came 
true 
the 
following 


snring and the young attorney went 
to Kansas City, -^here he became 
associated with the public prosecu- 
tor. 
As assistant district attorney 


he played a prominent part in the 
trial of Dr. Hyde for murder 
and 


made a national reputation. 


Last April Mr. Jost ran for mayor 


of Kansas City on the Democratic 
ticket and was elected, 
defeating 


Mayor Brown, the incumbent. The 
success of young Jost has been du- 
plicated 
hundreds of 
times by 


homeless waifs ?ei>t to the country 
b> the Xew York Childrens' Aid So- 
ciety. 
Indeed it is said that of the 


->0.f>00 youngsters for whom homes 
have been found by the society, ful- 
ly f»0 per cent have grown up to be 
useful citizens and that many are 
now wealthy business men, success- 
ful politicians, abie professional men 
or—what Is more important—good 
farmers. 


"The country is the place to rear 
boys," declared 
Mayor Jost. In a 


statement he made shortly after his 
election. "There is an expansiveness 
to the West and ii= lands that makes 
it possible for bo>s= to develop into 
strong, broad-minded men. 
T have 
never regretted ha\ing to start for 
myself on a farm. 
The advice 
to 


go West is as good today as it ever 
was. 
A go^ ernor of 
a 
Western 


state came west as a foundling, and 
has won farne ;>nd honors, nor is 
he an exceptional case. The West 
does not care for lazy boys, but it 
has need and opportunities for those 
who can serve. 
Any boy with grit 


can make good in the West. People 
and business will come' to vou if 
yon do service and are honest."

Dits of paper into the air." As the aft- 
srnoon wears on and the shadows in 
Lhe valley gather, the cold draft in the 
aills pours downward, forming the val- 
ley like a great river, and flowing on 
to the plains below. Every side can- 
yon and valley sends its reinforce- 
ments, like the tributaries of a great 
river, to this general air current flow- 
ing onward to the plain. 


With the return of the morning sun, 


the earth at the tops of the hills is 
warmed and the -downward current in 
the air is suspended. The updraft soon 
begins as the sun shines into the val- 
leys. The air currents are so regular 
that they may almost be timed. 


Few realize, says the author of the 


paper, that it is on these reversing air 
currents that one of the chief attrac- 
tions of the Toseniite depends.

FIRST THINGS

The first lunatic asylum in Eng- 
land was founded 365 years ago to- 
day. This institution, called Beth- 
lehem, was the first of its kind in 
Europe, with the exception of one 
at Granada. For two centuries the 
unfortunate patients in this and la- 
ter similar hospitals -were treated 
with crael severity. 
It was long 
held that the insane were afflicted 
with devils as a punishment 
for 
their sins, and they -were subjected 
to every indignity that superstitious 
ferocity could imagine." Until 1770 
the inmates of Bethlehem were ex- 
hibited as a show, an admission fee 
of one and twopence being charged. 
In 1792 more enlightened methods 
of treating the mentally ill 
were 


introduced by Pine! at the Bicetre, 
in Paris, and by William Tuke, a 
Quaker physician- in 
England. 
A 
little late, Esqnirrol. a French phy- 
sician, added greatly to the knowl- 
edge of mental ailments. 
In 1815 
all England was shocked by the ex- 
posare of enormous cruelty and un- 
mentionable immorality at Bethle- 
hem hospital, and this led to gradual 
reforms. Of late years great strides 
have been made in the treatment of 
the Insane and mechanical restraints 
have all but been abandoned.
